Dundee went on tele- 
vision and called Lawler a “lowlife 
coward.” Meanwhile, Jerry Jarrett, 
wrestling under a mask as the Ha- 
waiian Flash, challenged Dundee to * 
a match. Dundee accepted, saying 
that he could “destroy this masked 
fraud” in one minute. 

When the Hawaiian Flash showed 
up for the match against Dundee it 
was obvious that it was not Jerry 
Jarrett behind the mask. But who is 
it? A very sober “King of Wrestling,” 
Jerry Lawler. Lawler lost the match 
by disqualification, but there was a 
rematch clause in the contract, and 
he now stands to face Dundee 
again, before Flair comes to town. 

A red-faced Dundee claimed that 
despite the contract, he will never 
face the Hawaiian Flash or Jerry 
Lawler in the ring again. Lawler is so 
confident of a victory that he is al- 
ready busy preparing for his title 
match against Flair.

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RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


UTCH REED IS experienced enough to know that 
success is the most temporal of states, that cheers can 
be boos with a twist of the lips. Even with that knowl- 
edge, Reed couldn't stop the smile that threatened to 
consume his entire face after he defeated Dick Murdoch to 
assume the office of North American champion. The cele- 
bration of Reed's triumph continued when he was in- 
formed by the editors of Sports Review Wrestling that he 
had been selected as February's Wrestler of the Month. 
What sweetened the award for the Kansas City muscle- 
man was a conversation he and Murdoch engaged in two 
weeks before their title bout. “Dicky leans over to me,” 
goes Reed's story about their talk in a Memphis coffee 
shop, “and starts yapping to me about how he’s hotter 
now than he’s ever been. My man is rockin’ the table 
back and forth crying out loud about how when he and 
Bruiser were bustin’ each other up in '79 for the Missouri 
title, that they were the biggest thing in wrestling. Shoot! 
He goes on and on about these things that happened six 
years ago till he finally says he’s bigger now then he was 
then, like 1 could care less. 

“Then Murdoch pulls up real close, see, and tells me all 
about him and that Adonis cat and how big they were 
when they had them tag belts over in the WWF. And 
again he goes on about how much hotter he is now than 
he was then. 

“Finally he says to me, talkin’ to me in like a whisper, 
he says, ‘Butch, I'm a lock for Wrestler of the Month. I’m 
the hottest thing going right now and J ain’t planning on 
stopping. 

“I don’t say nothing. | figure we may be out for lunch, 
but this cat is out to lunch. Got me? Cause all the while 
I'm thinking that I’m gonna waste him and his North 
American title in two weeks. But I don’t let on. We 
supposed to be good friends, me and Murdoch, though to 
tell the truth I've never felt all that comfortable around 
him. 

“After our match I went over to Murdoch and | say, 
‘Yo, cuz, | guess your Wrestler of the Month just took off 
like a birdie.’ | was kiddin the guy but he grabbed a chair 
and started after me. 

‘Tm glad now, though, because, like I said, [wwvas never 
too crazy about the guy to begin with. And with what's 
comin’ down with Flair's bounty and all, | can only hang 
with people who I can trust. It’s gettin’ natty out there.” 

Reed makes reference to the $50,000 bounty that Ric 
Flair has placed on the head of the North American 
champion. The bounty was increased from $25,000 after 
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BUTCH REED 


Reed won the title. 

“That busted Murdoch up right bad,” said Reed, barely 
hiding a smile. “As soon as Flair learned that | was the 
new champ, he raised his bounty. Murdoch was mad. Boy, 
was he mad! Now | got him comin’ after me along with 
his new pals Slater and Sawyer.” 

Indeed, it didn’t take long for Buzz Sawyer and Dick 
Slater, men with rabbit ears whenever the talk turns to 
large sums of money, to cast their lot after Reed. But it 
remains Murdoch, the cattle baron from Waxahachie, Tex- 
as, who looms as Reed's biggest threat and rival. 

Their championship match, occurring, as Reed said, at a 
time when both men leaned closer to friendship than 
enmity, was a well thought out, strategically impressive 
battle. Murdoch methodically worked on Reed's legs, 
guessing that they were the source of his great power. 
Reed plodded through the first half of the 35-minute 
match, parrying most of Murdoch's maneuvers with speed 
rather than strength. 

The second half of the match belonged to Reed. He 
held Murdoch in a pulverizing hammerlock that left the 
Cowboy's left arm numb and useless. Reed then seized 
Murdoch's right arm in a twisting armbar, a move so 
painful that the veteran Murdoch almost submitted. 

As the match and the pace wound down, Murdoch, his 
strength practically spent, relied more and more on a 
rulebreaker’s assortment of kicks and punches. Reed's 
stamina and power proved to be the victor in this contest. 
After 35 minutes, Reed surprised Murdoch in a tightly 
wound small package and scored the pin. The two men, 
still cloaked under the guise of friendship, exchanged ad- 
miring glances as they left the ring. Murdoch’s true colors 
emerged in the following weeks, as he vilified Reed in 
interviews. and during his matches. 

“Reed's nothing but a small-time cheat,” was a sampling 
of Murdoch's anger. “His biggest muscle keeps his ears far 
apart. Ric Flair hasn't insulted me by raising the bounty. 
He’s gonna help buy me a golden heifer at the Austin 
livestock show. $50,000 should get me the cream of the 
crop. And I'll be getting back the North American 
championship all in one swipe. What a deal!" 

Should Reed continue to deny the challenge of Murdoch 
and his allies, and be able. to thwart those opponents who 
seek the huge bounty, he'll certainly remain in the run- 
ning for next issue’s Wrestler of the Month award, too. 
Reed is already scheduled to defend his title 24 times next 
month and a spotless record could easily garner him the 
award once again. O

In one match in the series, Junkyard Dog 
didn’t even wait for Funk to remove his 
chaps and poncho before going on the at- 
tack. The implications of this feud are uglier 
than in an average wrestling feud. 


Terry Funk has no right to be 
bitter. He is a former NWA cham- 
pion. He has been the star of a 
major network television series. 
He has a wonderfully loving and 
supportive family. He has money 
in the bank, security in his name. 

But he’s bitter. He finds himself 
a skilled professional in a federa- 
tion where how you dance is of- 
ten more important than how you 
wrestle. It’s hard to keep your 
mind on wrestling when your pro- 
moter is more interested in your 
singing backing vocals than exe- 
cuting backbreakers. Perhaps this 
explains Funk’s wild inconsistency 
in the ring. Just a week after he 
pinned Junkyard Dog on national 
TV, Funk lost in the opening 
round. of the Classic to Moondog 
Spot. That’s right, Moondog Spot.

Case inspoint: Rick Rude, newly ar- 
rived in the World Class region, imme- 
diately challenges the Von Erichs. 
Why? 

“Those mothers stabbed me in the 
back!”” Rude screams. ‘‘They wanted 
me to be an ally of theirs, sucking up 
to the fans and defending their turf for 
them. So I pack up and head for Tex- 
as, the great American haven of 
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illustrates how idle gossip can shape mens’ lives 


redneck retards, and the Von Erichs 
won’t even speak to me! 

“They offered me a lot of money to 
help them out. They wanted me to 
take over for that other mercenary, 
Brody, because Brody’s so damn ugly 
he was scaring off all the bubble-butt 
nubiles the Von Erichs ordinarily at- 
tract. They wanted me there not only 
for my ring skill, but because I’ll bring 
a better class of women. If there are 
any in Texas. 

“Well, it looks like they changed 
their minds, but I got news for the 
Von Erich boys. I rented a suite, and 


I’m sticking around. They’ll regret in- 
viting me here for nothing!” 

Did the Von Erichs really bribe 
Rude to come to Texas, and renege on 
their promise to wrestle with him? Is 
Rude telling a rulebreaker’s fib? Or are 
the Von Erichs less saintly than we 
have come to think? 

The story begins in Florida, with the 
last few weeks previous to Rick Rude’s 
departure from the area. Rude lost his 
Southern championship due to some 
inadequate rulebreaking on the part of 
Kevin Sullivan. Namely, Rude steered 
Wahoo McDaniel over to Sullivan at 


ringside, where Kevin was supposed to 
take a swing at him. McDaniel ducked 
and Rude took the punch and lost the 
title. A brief feud between Rude and 
Sullivan ensued, in which Florida fans 
cheered the Rude Boy on in his efforts 
to destroy the turncoat Satanist. 

Was it as simple as that? 

One beloved Florida fan favorite in- 
sists, ‘“‘Rude let himself get punched 
out on purpose. He knew he had a 
good deal working with the Von 
Erichs, and he wanted to sever all ties 
and give popularity a test run. And he 
liked being cheered. But he chose to be 


a fan favorite here—he kept talking 
about how much money the Von 
Erichs would give him. He doesn’t 
really hate Sullivan—he doesn’t give a 
bleep!”’ 

Another confidential Sports Review 
source, a veteran insider whom we can 
identify only as ‘‘Key Lip,” asserts 
that Rude was merely practicing to be 
a fan favorite before packing his bags 
for the Lone Star State. ‘“He’d practice 
smiling in the dressing room mirror, 
and turn to me and say, ‘Is this sweet 
and sappy enough for the poor white 
trash?? He'd say, ‘The Von

Bewildered by conflicting stories, our 
crack Sports Review investigative staff 
snooped out the Von Erichs to get 
their side of the mess. We contacted 
Kerry, and he couldn’t help us out.

Just hanging 
out with legends of the sport like 
Ric Flair and Dusty Rhodes im- 
pressed the hell out of me at first. 
Not that it influenced my officiat- 
ing, mind you—| always set out to 
be the most impartial ref in the 
ring, bar none. But it gave me a 
kick, you know, to be working with 
great athletes and daring to yell at 
them to break holds! 

| was successful, and respected, 
for many years. | was fortunate 
enough to be rated by fans and 
wrestlers. alike as one of the top 
refs in the sport, along with Man- 


ning, Woherle, McGowan, Kroll, 
and other honorable men | will al- 
ways admire. 


But something was gnawing at 
my insides. | guess I’ve always 
been a bit of a ham. And even 
though | loved being a part of some 
of the greatest wrestling matches 
anybody would want to see, | felt a 
void in my life. Once | thought 
about it seriously, | knew there’d 
be no way to avoid it. | loved the 
sport too much to keep away from 
center stage. | didn’t just want to 
wrestle, | had to wrestle. 

I'd wrestled in high school and 
college, so | had a decent amateur 
background, which is essential. But 
that won’t mean beans without a 
pro training regimen. Most of the 
crucial moves in the professional 
ranks—dropkicks, hammerlocks, 
and even innocent full-nelsons—are 
illegal in the amateurs. Besides, 
the pros fight dirty. No one had to 
mail me a postcard telling me that. 
So | took extensive training at a 
highly regarded ‘‘farm’’ in the 
Southeast, working out with the 
smart vets and refining strategy and 
technique. 

Then | scribbled ink on the dot- 


ted line for my first match. | was 
going up against a scrub on the 
opener of a small card. My oppo- 
nent had a record of 9-53, and 
brother, was | cocky! | figured I'd 
whale through a_ battalion of 
scrubs—you know, the type of 
matches | used to ref a lot on TV— 
and bide my time for a crack at the 
big guys. 

Well, that ‘‘scrub’’ just shut my 
mouth before | had a chance to 
strip off the fancy new robe I'd 
blown a month's salary on. .Qooff! 
The little sucker pounded me with 
a closed-fist hammer right between 
the shoulder blades. You fans may 
see that kind of thing all the time 
and take it for granted, but it Aurt! 
| was stunned, momentarily, and 
everything started swimming before 
my eyes. And when he_ body- 
slammed me, the pain got unbear- 
able! | felt like rolling out of the 
ring and high-tailing it back to the 
dressing room to puke! But then | 
somehow pulled myself together; | 
think my opponent was taking too 
much time between moves, a clas- 
sic error of the unsuccessful wres- 
tler. | was able to gather my wits 
about me long enough to fight 
back. 

And when | pinned him, the 
feeling was unlike anything I'd ever 
felt. | mean, | was on top of the 
Alps, dancing from peak to peak. 
Instead of raising another man’s

arm, -mine flew up in the air. The 
fans didn’t really care much—after 
all, it was my first mateh—but it 
was the greatest moment of my 
life. 

Since then, every match has 
been a learning experience. I've 
gotten used to the physical rigors 
and the pain of being a wrestler, 
well, as used to it as I'll ever get. 
And I've graduated from preliminar- 
ies to main events. But believe me, 
I'd never call a guy a prelim bum

Of the three most unlikely things to 
happen in the world of sports in 1985, 
The Road Warriors losing their AWA 
tag team championship ranks in be- 
tween Georgetown losing to Villanova 
in the NCAA basketball finals and the 
Kansas City Royals winning the World 
Series. In each instance, it required a 
remarkable team effort to secure the 
upset. 

In this case, the team effort was 
slightly more than The Road-Warriors 
had anticipated and for that they can 
thank the inimitable Gorgeous Jimmy 
Garvin, It was Garvin who synchro- 
nized the movements of Michael 
Hayes, Buddy Roberts, and Precious, 
melding the efforts of those three with 
his own and of his partner Steve Regal 
until the Legion of Doom found them- 
selves, for the first time, outmaneu- 
vered and overmatched. 

Garvin, who has made famous the 
disclaimer “It’s not my fault,’’ is tak- 
ing full credit for the controversy that 
led him to his first world title. Despite 
photographic proof of Hayes’ explicit 
interference, Garvin denies that anyone 
ever entered the ring. The exchange of 
titles, claims the Gorgeous One, oc- 
curred because he and Steve Regal are 
simply better wrestlers than Hawk and 
Animal. 

Assistant Editor Eddie Ellner con- 
fronted Garvin at his home, and his 
attempts at extracting the truth from 
Jim Garvin were met by a barrage of 
subterfuge, hyperbolic dittys, and me- 
andering tangents.

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Movement everywhere: Rick Rude dispensed with the intro- 
ductions and immediately made himself at home in the 
World Class area by defeating Iceman Parsons to capture the 
American heavyweight title. In so doing, Rude has cracked 
the ratings in a big way, leaping to the number one spot in 
the World Class area and occupying the number nine spot 
in the NWA ratings. 

Rude and his flamboyant manager, Percy Pringle, are not 
shy about their intentions in Texas. “We're here for several 
reasons,” piped Pringle. “One is so Rick may have his fill of 
the lovely Dallas belles, women who have not been exposed 
to Rick’s considerable talents as, ahem, a lady’s man. Two, is 
that | wish to cement my posi- 
tion as manager of the decade. 
We will endeavor to dispose of 
every foul-smelling Von Erich in 
the land. After that it will be time 
to moye on.” 

Rude agreed with his manager, 
saying, “I’m right on schedule. 
Now that | have the title, every 
scaly-skinned Von Erich is going 
to want to fight me. | will drop 
each one as pretty as a mama cat 

; drops her litter. Then I'll move 
Pringle & Rude the show on and take over an- 
other territory. | was not only born to be ravishing, baby. | 
was born to rule!” 

Lance Von Erich, son of Waldo Von Erich, and cousin of 
Kerry, Kevin and Mike, had recently received an NWA title 
shot against Ric Flair because of his position as Pacific North- 
west champion. And though Lance lost that title close to 
press time (Bobby Jaggers captured the belt on November 9), 
we'd like to clarify matters for PNW fans: Lance wrestled 
under the name Ricky Vaughn so as not to receive an unfair 
advantage in making his mark on the wrestling scene. He is 
currently ranked number 10 in the NWA ratings and number 
seven in World Class. Since he is now wrestling regularly in 
the World Class area, he is no longer rated in the PNW. 

Dusty Rhodes, who, because of his ankle injury, was out of 
action and out of the ratings for a month, is back wrestling 
and climbing again toward the top. Dusty re-enters this 
month’s NWA ratings at number five, and the World 
Championship ratings at number three. “There may be wres- 
tlers separating me from Ric Flair on paper,” warned The 
American Dream, “but come our Strarrcade showdown, it's 
gonna take at least plenty of wrestlers to pull me off his 
scrawny, chicken-coated neck. Flair ain't nothing but a cow- 
ard. He’s tough when he got some friends around to protect 


him. But by himself, he ain’t worth the rope to hang him.” 

Rookie Scott Hall, who many fans knew as the Starship 
Coyote, has burst into the AWA ratings, entering this month 
in the number seven position. Hall has spent his brief. career 
in the company of Dusty Rhodes, Harley Race, Pat O'Con- 
nor, Barry Windham, Ric Flair, and Rick Martel, so his entry 
into the top 10 certainly doesn’t surprise us. It doesn’t sur- 
prise the 6'8”, 295-pound youngster either. “I’m right on 
schedule. Don’t call me cocky. | just know what I'm capable 
of doing in the ring. Lots of wins, no losses, that’s my style.” 


Without the belts, the Warriors are still number one. \t takes 
more than the loss of their AWA tag team title to dislodge 
The Road Warriors from their number one ranking, They 
retain the position they've enjoyed in our ratings for the past 
year and a half. Currently, The Road Warriors are the num- 
ber one contenders to both the NWA and the AWA belts, 
and no one except 
The Legion of 
Doom themselves 
is sure which 
crown they'll go af- 
ter first. “They'll 
both be ours be 
fore long,” boasted 
Road Warrior Hawk. 
‘It’s just deciding: 
: which one we want 
The Road Warriors to start off with.” 

Ivan and Nikita Koloff remain number two behind the 
Warriors. Ivan Koloff scoffed at Hawk’s statement, replying, 
“The Warriors cannot wrestle. They lost their belts to scraw- 
ny, feeble Americans. They should be ashamed of them- 
selves.” Although only the Koloffs are listed in the ratings, 
we wish to remind you that Krusher Khrushchev is still legally 
part of their team and is eligible to defend the title at any 
time. We understand that Rick Morton and Robert Gibson— 
The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express—have filed’ a protest against the 
Russian’s use of a three-man team: 

“It's completely unfair,” said Morton, in a telephone inter- 
view. “They have a fresh body every night they wrestle. It 
doesn’t make sense why the NWA sanctioned such a thing. 
They should be defending the six-man belts, not the NWA 
belts.”

or a scrub now. They're a// tough. 
You know, anybody out there is one 
of a thousand or so of the toughest 
wrestlers in the country, so you 
know they mean business, no mat- 
ter what their won-lost percentage 
happens to be. 

I've also learned a thing or three 
about the true nature of rulebreak- 
ing. Like any referee, | used to hate 
those clowns who'd never pay at- 
tention to your warnings, who'd 
turn the deaf ear until you had to 
disqualify them, and then they 
wouldn't care anyway. And as often 
as not, they'd scream at you, shove 
you, or do something worse if they 
didn’t care about fines or suspen- 
sions. | mean, one of my best 
friends, an ex-referee, is paralyzed 
from the waist down as the result 
of being attacked by a crazed rule- 
breaker who tried to break him in 
half and damn near succeeded. 

But that’s only the worst, the evil 
side of rulebreaking. As a wrestler, 
| now realize that rulebreaking is a 
fact of life in this sport. You can 
recite the Sermon on the Mount ’til 
you're blue in the face, but there’s 
no place in the squared circle for 
saints. If a man gouges you, you 
gouge back, or else you'll get it 
back in spades. It’s a terrible fact 
of life, but there are a lot of terrible 
truths a man must face. Don’t get 
me wrong—I never break the rules 
unless I’m forced to. | hate it. But 
sometimes it has to be done in 
man-to-man combat: which is what 
wrestling is, basically. Take note, 
refs, and don’t be too hard on the 
guys who fight back for that reason.

It’s a 
conflict of interest.” 


Michelle Burfish, Waltham, MA: “I 
may be old-fashioned, but I remember 
a time when men and women wrestled 


without screaming obscenities at each 
other before, during, and after match- 
es. I liked it better that way. And it 
seems to me that half the feuds in 
wrestling erupt because a microphone’s 
handy, and the big bad palookas can’t 
keep their mouths shut. I don’t think 
wrestlers should be allowed near open 
mikes, period. unless security precau- 
tions are made, TV interviews should 
be banned!” 


Terry Jason, Laguna Beach, CA: 
“You should be asking whether non- 
wrestlers should be allowed to an- 
nounce matches. Most promoters hire 
mustached dolts like Schiavone and 
Resnick out of learn-by-cassette broad- 
casting schools, and they don’t know a 
damn thing about wrestling. Whenever 
those clowns don’t recognize a hold, 
they say it’s “an unusual_maneuver” 
or something. Unless a wrestler like 
Tully Blanchard or Nick Bockwinkel is 
commentating on TV matches, I turn 
off the sound and listen to music!”

Since he’s been in the WWF, 
Funk has brought new meaning 
to the phrase “ignorant, redneck 
slob.” He has attacked Mel Phil- 
lips, the WWF ring attendent, who 
happens to be black. Funk has 
issued racist slurs at Phillips and 
has physically attacked the man 
with his fists and with a branding 
iron, an item that has become 
something of a trademark for 
Funk. 

Funk’s hatred of blacks doesn’t 
begin and end with Phillips. For a 
man like Terry Funk, blacks have 
never achieved anything beyond a 
servile status. That someone like 
Junkyard Dog can be more popu- 
lar than Funk—let alone earn 
more money—makes Funk 
seethe with hatred. 

This story isn’t meant to articu- 
late the anger of Black America, 
nor is it strictly a condemnation of 
Terry Funk’s personal beliefs, al- 
though it does both things. Terry 
Funk’s physical and verbal at- 
tacks on Phillips’ serve as a docu- 
ment of the ignorance of men 
who refuse to accept the inevita- 
bility of change. 

Drinking men accept change. 
They embrace it, noting that a 
healthy slug of vodka began as 
nothing more than a spud on a 
Russian potato farm. When | start- 
ed in this business, | brought 
home fingers raw from overuse 
and black from typewriter ink. 
Women couldn’t smoke, let alone 
be considered professional report- 
ers. Today, my office colleagues 
include an uppity feminist who 
chain-smokes and writes her sto- 
ries—as do all the other writers— 
on a high-tech computer system. 
(I still lug around my old Under- 
wood, thank you.) 

Junkyard Dog is not Malcolm 
X. He will never be mistaken for a 
civil rights activist. In some ways

he reinforces the worst black ste- 


reotypes. Too often, he shuffles 
and panders like the black come- 
dians whom white audiences 
found so amusing in the ’30s and 
"40s. He boogies hard for his 
money. But that is a cynical out- 
look. The Dog is also a big-heart- 
ed, patient man who spends 
much of his free time in children’s 
hospitals entertaining kids. If he is 
seething on the inside about his 
image in the WWF, he isn’t telling 
anybody. 

Not everyone has a social con- 
science. If the Junkyard Dog has 
one, he is keeping it well hidden, 
but even the Dog couldn’t sit still 


for Terry Funk’s medieval antics. 
Funk will not attack Mel Phillips 
again, because he knows Junk- 
yard Dog will be there to help. 
The last time Funk tried it, the 
Dog rattled his chains and Funk 
fled for his life. Let no one accuse 
Terry Funk of acting like a man 
these days. 

Since then, Funk and JYD 
have had several matches, many 
of which have ended with Funk 
seeking the shelter of the dress- 
ing room. In interviews, Funk has 
been typically . emptyheaded. 
“Ah’m gonna kill this egg-sucking 
mutation,’ he spewed. ‘“Ah’m 
goin’ lynch me that boy and stuff 
‘em. Then I'll make that Phillips 
boy wish he was still pickin’ cot- 
ton. He nevah shoulda’ left the 
plantation.” 

The depths to which Terry Funk 
has plunged are immeasurable. 
His bitter ignorance is surpassed 
only by his cowardice. The hope 
in this corner is that- Junkyard 
Dog will put the final nail in 
Funk’s wrestling coffin. Perhaps 
with some time spent in the quiet 
comfort of his family, Funk will 
recognize the error of his recent

‘We had a lot of fun doing that. 
We had to sort through dozens of tal- 
ented jerks to come up with a final 10. 
When we finished arguing about it, we 
decided that Rick Rude belonged at the 
top of the list. He’s strong, he’s smart, 
he’s incredibly agile, and to tell you the 
truth, he’s good-looking enough to 
please the fans. And at the top of the 
list, somebody—I think it was Lance— 
scrawled in big block letters, as a joke, 
‘OUR FAVORITE BOUNTY HUNT- 
ERS.’ We looked at that and laughed 
again, because of the big Brody 
controversy. 

“We drove out to wrestle after that, 
and when we got back, Brian was 
looking for the list, and he couldn’t 
find it. What I think happened is, 
somebody—maybe a maid or a porter, 
I don’t know who—took that list and 
spread a rumor that we would hire 
Rick Rude as a bounty hunter. I guess 
it got back to Rude, and he didn’t 
bother calling us to ‘confirm’ that we 
wanted him to come down to Texas!”
